Bulldlag lnspector Nelson Canmot En-
force the Plumblag Code.

NOT ENTIRELY HIS FAULT, THEY SAY

His Othor Duties Will Not Allow Him
€0 Give the Plombing Code the Ats
tention It Deserves, and in the He«
Hefofthe Mastor Plumbers a Plumb-
ing Inspector Should Be Appointed,
Honest Plumbers Cannot Compete
with These Who Have Only Their
Consclonces for n Check,

Of all men In the worid who have
no kick coming, to use an expreasive,
If not extremely elegant phrase, It Is
the plumbers, Yet they are kicking.
That 18, the master plumbers are; and
If all storles are true they are not
kicking without warrant,

Thelr kick I8 on Building Inspector
John Nelson, and it was registered with
the board of health at its regular meoet-
ing last night., Henry Gunster, as a
committee of the Master Plumbers' as-
sociatlon, came before the board and
informed the members that thelr much
wanted plumbing code was not worth
three, or, at the most, four straws.
It I8 far from being as eMeacious as
the board supposes, Mr, Gunster sald,
It was intended to rogulate all plumb-
Ing done In this clty, and make |t
uniformly sanitary, but it fails mis-
erably to do any thing of the kind. It
Is a good law and In itself is entirvely
satigfactory o the representative plum-
bérs comprising the membership of the
Master Plumbers' asgoclation, but, My,
Gunster, speaking for the assoclation,
says It Is Ineffectual becunuse It |s
evaded, He algo says that the bullding
inspector §s responsible In & great
measure for s non-enforeement and
the board should do something to Mr,
Nelson or the plumbing code to right
this wrong.

According to the code all plumbers
are required to submit plans of thelr
proposed work and have tne same np-
proved before golng on with their job.
The Inspector duly Inspects such plans,
and where such inspections take place
everything is satisfactory. S8ome plum-
bers, however, do not submit plans or
pay any other heed to the code,

LAW DISREGARDED,

With an utter disregard of all law
and authority, plumbers, he sald, pro-
cecd to do plumbing In any old man-
ner thelr consclences will allow. The
plumbers who observe the every stipu-
Iation of the law cannot compete with
those whose only check s thelr con-
sclences mnd hence the objection,

Mr. Gunster thought the only remedy
would be the appointment of a plum-
Ing Ingpector and the divorcement of
this branch of the construction bhusi-
ness from the building inspector's office.
Mr. Nelson, he sald.meant well enough,
but his manifold duties would not per-
mit him to give the matter of plumb-
Ing the attentlon [t deserves and as a
consequence the law-ablding plumbers
and the public health suffer,

After an informal discussion It was
decided to hold a speclal meeting two
weeks from Jasgt night to give the mat-
ter due consideration. Bullding In-
Epector Nelson will be summoned to be
present and the Plumbers' assoclation
will be Invited to send representatives,

The boavd heard complaints from
Health Officer Allen concerning the un-
sanitary conditions of various portiona
of the city and the crying need of sews
eérs In these places. Second, Third and
Emmet streéets, Brick avenue and Oak
streets, Connor court, between Broad-
way and River, and the historie pool
of scum-covered water west of Brick
Avenue were among the localities men-
tioned. In the matter of the swamp
east of Washington avenue, between
New York and Marion streets, he re-
ported that he and Sanitary Officer
Burke visited the councils of Dunmore
and after stuting the nature of the cage
recelved assurance that the borough
would abate the nuisance,

Secretary Murray's report for the
month showed a total of 137 deaths,
fifty births, twenty-five marringes and
forty-seven casea of contagious dis-
